havejuſt reaſon to ſuſpect that theſe Nebels will be ready to lay hold n this oppoztiit- 
ED ty, toriſein Arms, when We ace neceſſitate to continue the War wien Dur Fozraign 
Enemies. And not only to make uſe of ſuch Arms, Powder and Ammunition , as they have concealed, 
02 may be tranſpoꝛted to them krom Our Enemies; hut will letze upon the Arms of Dur well aKected Sub- 
jects, who refine amongſt them, and are not able tomake reſiſtance: Which may endanger the Peace of 
the Kingdom, andweaken Our Foꝛces, neceſſitatingthemat one time to oppoſe Fozraign Invaſons, and 
Inteſtine Commotions. As likewiſe, that accoꝛding to their fozmer wicked practices, they may invade 
the Miniſters of the Goſpel, who are lawfully admitted Pꝛeachers amongſt them, and do violence oꝛ injury 
ta their Perſons, to the great contemnt of Nitr Autpoꝛity, and ſcandal of the Refozmed Religion, as it is 
now pꝛokeſt. Therefoze, We, with Advice ok che Lozds of Our Pitvy Council, Command and charge all 
perſons reſiding Wifhin the Shires of Lanerk, Ar, Renfrew, Wigton, and the Stewartryof Kirkcudbright, bes 
twirt and the firſt day of May next, tobzing in all their Arms and Ammunition which they have in their 
poſſeſſion , of whalſoever ſozt (allowing Gentlemen only to carry Swords, ond none other) to 
the Head Burgh of thereſpective Shires and Stewaxtry ;. anddeliver the ſame to the Sheriff, his Depute, 
oꝛ any having his Ozdr, With Certifteation to them. if they faylie, they (hall be Fyn'd by Our Secret 
Council in the ſums of Money underwoitten; viz. Iln Gentleman, in the ſum of two thouſand Merks; 
and every other perſon, in the ſum of five hundzeth Perks ; to be divided, the one half to be paid to 
Our Exchequer, and the other half to any perſon who wall firſt diſcover the Concealers: And further, 
ſhall be pꝛoceeded againlt as ſeditious perſons, and diſaffected to Our Government. Likeas , we ozdain 
the laid Sheriff, his Depnte, oꝛ any other appointed by him ummediatiy upon the delivery of their ſaid 
Arms 02 Aminunttton, to carry the ſame to Striviling, oz Dumbarton Caſtles, which ſhall be nert adjacent; 
there to be kept by the Governoz thereof. Aslikewſſe, de Command and Charge, That all Heretozs and 
Pariſhtioners, reſiding in any of the Paroches within the ſaids bounds, Pzotect and Defend the Per- 
ions, Families and Goods of their reſpective Pinifiers, within their ſeveral Paroches , from all Affronts 
T. and Pnjuriesfope committed by jnſolent and diſaffected Perſons tothe pzeſent Government; as well when 
ther are in ihe Exerciſe of the Miniſtertal Function, as r g at their own Houlesand Dwellings : With 
certification, that it any Injury oz Aﬀeont ſhall be done to them, in their eerſons oz Goods, that the pa⸗ 
riſhtioners who ſhau ſuſfer the ſame to be dane and not oppoſe the dotngthereof, ſhall be repute ano pol⸗ 
den as art and part ofthe ſaids Crimes and Utolence, and be pzoceededagainſt by Law, as guilty thereof
